H  E  N  I  firft  began  to  make  fbis 
^S^  CoUcBmi,  it  vv-as  derigned  for  my 
%  own  -^^i^g  ^^^<^>  without  any 
4*feP  View  of  making  it  public.  But 
'^^^^1  as,  in  the  Courle  of  my  Reading, 
%  1  found  the  Number  of  Barbarcus 
IVords  and  P/Vr7/t'5  encreafc  lar  be- 
yond  my  Expe6lation ;  I  then  thought,  that  fuch  an 
Attempt  as  this  would  be  ferviceable,  not  only  in 
Grammm-Schools,  but  alfo  to  all  thofe,  who  have  Oc- 
cafion  to  write  in  Latin,  and  are  defirous  to  preferve 
the  Purity  of  a  true  clafTic  Stile.  For  I  have  not 
only  made  my  particular  Remarks  upon  the  Vccabula 
darnnata,  in  the  alphabetical  Order  in  which  they 
ftand,  but  alfo  in  a  following  Index,  lliave  inferted 
the  proper  and  clajjkal  Words,  by  Vv^hich  thofe  for- 
mer   might  have  been  expreffed,    without  injuring 

A  2  the 
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the   Senfe  of  the   Authprs,    from  whom  they   are 
quoted. 

A  s  the  Latin  has  now  ceafed  to  be  a  Uvlng  Lan- 
guige  for  almoft  Tvvelve  Hundred  Years,  we 
can  only  copy  what  the  Roma?2s  have  left  us  in  their 
Books ;  from  Books  m>uil:  tlieir  Words,  and  the 
Manrier  of  exprefTmg  themfeh^es,  be  learned  ;  the 
Idicm  of  that  Tongue  can  be  taught  no  other  Way. 
So  that  Vs^henever  a  modern  Latimjl  ufes  any  Word 
or  Phrafe,  that  cannot  be  found  in  fome  of  their 
Writings,  its  genuine  Senfe  and  Propriety  may  be 
jufily  queilioned. 

We  fee,  in  evcry  modern  Language,  fome  Au- 
thors  are  noticed  and  efteemed  for  Accuracy  and 
Elcgance  in  their  Compolitions,  be  they  Profe  or 
poetical,  far  before  others ;  juft  fo  it  was  in  the 
Time  of  the  Ro?nans  ;  from  whence  we  call  thefe, 
Clajjic  Autbors^  whofe  Reputation  for  Exadnefs  in 
ExprefTion  and  true  Eloquence  is  eRabhilied  by  the 
unanimous  Judgment  of  fucceeding  Times.  * 
A.  Gellius  obferves,  that  though  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  City  of  Rome  were  anciently  divided  into  feveral 
ClaiTes,  yet  thofe  only  of  the  firft  Clafs  were  called 
Clajjici.  This  may  be  properly  applied  to  the  moft 
vahiable  /^ow^/z  Authors,  whofe  Antiquity  and  Cor- 
rednefs  have  all  along  been  indifputable.  it  is  there- 
fore  upon  the  Authority  of  tiiofe   Writers,  that  we

juit  Lati?!  Stile. 

After  the  Roma?t  Empirehcg:in  to  decay,  their 
Language  likewife  was  foon  debafed  by  an  Inunda- 
tion  of  foreign  and  new-coined  Words.  *  The 
African  Latin  Writers,  both  ecclefiaftic  and  profme, 
fuch  as  TtTtiiilian,  Jlpuleim,  Arnobius^  &c.  are 
juiHy  charged  with  greatly  debafing  the  Roman 
Language  in  the  Decline  of  that  Empire,  by  intro- 
ducing  a  Multitude  of  V/ords  and  Phrafes,  that  would 
have  been  difguding  to  a  pure  Roman  Ear.  And  \\\ 
after  Tixiies  ^  Sidonius  ApQllinaris,  and  ^  Marcianui 
Capella  in  particular,  under  a  Pretext  of  enricbing-  the 
Latin  Tongue  by  a  ncw  Set  of  Words  and 
rhetorical  Fiouriflies,  that  are  contrary  to  the  Genius 
of  that  Language,  have  fet  a  very  bad  Example 
to  fuch  as  copy  after  them,  either  through  Miflake 
or  Admiration  :  And,  even  to  this  Day,  fome  are 
fo  fond  of  novel  Terms,  that  they  are  not  fatisiied 

with

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wlth  the  great  Plenty  and  Copioufnefs,  that  the  Latin 
Tongue  ah-eady  afFords  us,  in  the  vaft  Multitude  of 
Books  which  were  written  in  thatLanguage,in  its  moft 
flourifhing  State,  without  inventing  fanciful  Words 
of  their  own.  Examples  of  this  Sqrt  may  be  feen 
too  often  in  this  Colled:ion.  I  am  not  here  finding 
Fauh  with  fuch  Words,  as  72ew  Iti^vefitions  and 
Dijcoveries  have  neceffarily  occafioned  ;  We  cannot 
fpeak  of  Things,  that  the  Romans  knew  Nothing  of, 
in  Words  and  Phrafes  meerly  which  they  made  Ufe 
of.  But  whenWriters  in  L/^//;z,either  do  not  throughly 
underftand  how  the  Ancients  expreffed  themfelves, 
with  Regard  to  the  Subjeds  they  write  upon  -,  or 
through  a  capricious  Humour  devife  new  Words, 
without  any  real  Occafion,  their  Prad:ice  ought  not 
to  be  countenanced  3  that  is  all  I  intend  by  this 
Cenfure. 

I  H  A  v  E  induflrioufly  avoided  the  quoting  of 
Authors,  that  have  not  fome  Pretenfions  to  pure 
Latinity ;  for  if  I  had,  for  bxample,  taken  in  our 
ancient  Hiftorians,  who  flourifhed  in  the  MonkiJJ^ 
Times,  and  fome  celebrated  Writers  in  Divinity, 
I  might  foon  have  filled  a  large  Volume  with  Latin 
Words,  which  an  old  Roman,  could  he  fee  them, 
would  be  adoniilied  at.  1  hofe  Authors,  though 
I  am  far  from  depreciating  iheir  proper  Value,  in 
other  Refpeds,  are  by  no  Means  to  be  confidered  as 
Patterns  of  genuine  Latinilm, 

In  fine,  it  may  be  reafonably  fuppofed  by  fome, 
that  I  have  here  undertaken  an  invidious  Tafk, 
in  being  fo  free  in  my  Criticifms  upon  ^o  many 
learned  and  celebrated  Authors :  In  Anfwer  to 
which  Suppofition,  I  ingenuoufly  declare,  that  what 

I  have 
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I  have  donc,  is  not  with  any  View  to  lefien  thc 
Efteem,  and  Reputation,  that  fuch  may  have  gain- 
ed  in  the  World,  by  their  valuable  Works  ;  frora 
many  of  whom,  .1  confefs,  J  huve  profited  not  a  Ht- 
tle,  in  my  own  Studies ;  but  that  by  remarking 
their  Over/ights  and  Negligences^  othcrs  may  be  thc 
better  quahfied  to  avoid  them,  in  what  they  write  m 
Latin :  And  hkewife  that  Scholars,  in  Grammar' 
Schools,  may  be  diredted  in  the  Choice  of  many 
Words  and  Phrafes,  where  our  common  Didiona- 
ries  and  School-Books  would  mifiead  them.  And 
if  the  Pains,  that  I  have  taken  in  this  Performance, 
fhall  prove  of  any  real  Advantage  in  the  R'cpubHc  of 
Letters,  it  will  give  the  Compiler  an  agreeable 
Satisfadlion.

Which 
is  a  Proof  to  me,  that  it 
ought  to  be  us'd  in  that 
Senle,  with  great  Caution,  if 
at  all  \  yet  what  is  more  com- 
mon,  in  the  beft  of  our  mo- 
dern  Writers  in  hatin  ?

it  is  not  a  clafTical  Term.

as  are  defeBive  in  Comparifon.
